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Remarks 

Applicant notes with appreciation that the Examiner has indicated that Claims 1-5, 7, 14- 
16 and 22-24 are allowed. Claims 8-13, 17-21 and 25-28 are canceled without prejudice in order 
to expedite issuance of the present application. Therefore, all pending claims are directed to 
allowed claims and should be permitted to issue at the earliest possible time.
